Brother  John  succeeds  Brother  Edelwald  James, 
iF.S.C,  whose  six-year  term  as  Provincial  ended  last 
Imonth.  Brother  James  is  now  serving  on  the  staff  of 
iLa  Salle  College. 

As  Provincial  of  the  Baltimore  District,  Brother 
John  will  direct  the  efforts  of  more  than  600  Chris- 
tian Brothers  in  16  schools  in  the  Central  Atlantic 
States  and  in  Ohio.  In  the  Philadelphia  area,  the 
Brothers  conduct  LaSalle  College  and  High  School; 
West  Philadelphia  Catholic  High  School  for  Boys; 
St.  Francis  Vocational  School  in  Eddington,  and  the 
Catholic  Protectory,  near  Phoenixville. 

A  native  of  Washington,  D.  C.  Brother  John 
attended  St.  John's  Military  High  School  (known  as 
St.  John's  College) ,  conducted  by  the  Brothers  in  the 
nation's  capital,  for  his  first  year  of  high  .school. 
He  then  entered  the  Brothers'  Junior  Novitiate  in 
Ammendale,  Marvland.  where  he  was  graduated 
2(tjfrom  La  Salle  Hall  in  1933. 

La  Salle  Graduate  of  1937 
Following  his  Novitiate  year,  Brother  John  at- 
tended the  Catholic  University  for  one  year,  after 
which  he  was  transferred  to  La  Salle  College  where 
he  received  his  bachelor's  degree  in  1937.  In  1941. 
he  received  the  master's  degree  in  physics  and  in 
1947  the  Ph.D.,  both  from  the  Catholic  University. 
He  later  earned  the  master's  degree  in  Theology 
from  the  University  of  Notre  Dame  in  1952. 
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V.P.  and  Dean  Since  1955 

Brother  John's  teaching  assignments  have  in- 
cluded St.  Francis  Vocational  School  in  Eddington, 
Penna. ;  La  Salle  College  High  School ;  La  Salle  Hall 
in  Ammendale,  Maryland ;  De  La  Salle  College, 
Washington,  D.C,  and  La  Salle  College.  Since  1946, 
except  for  the  1954-55  academic  year  when  he  trav- 
elled and  studied  in  Europe  during  his  Second 
Novitiate,  Brother  John  has  served  at  La  Salle 
College. 

At  La  Salle,  in  addition  to  teaching  in  his 
specialties  of  Physics  and  Religion,   Brother  John

served  as  Vice-President  of  the  College  from  1952 
to  1954,  and  was  both  Vice-President  and  Dean  of 
the  College  from  1955  until  his  appointment  as 
Provincial. 

Key  Figure  in  New  Science  Center 
The  new  Provincial,  who  bi'ought  to  his  admin- 
istrative positions  an  extensive  background  in  gen- 
eral science — especially  in  Physics  and  Mathematics 
— was  the  key  figure  throughout  the  more  than  two 
years  of  planning  of  the  recently-opened  Science 
Center.  Brother  John  guided  all  of  the  effort.s — from 
the  architect's  drawing  boards  through  actual  con- 
struction— devoted  toward  the  erection  of  the  two 
and  one-half  million  dollar  building. 

In  addition  to  his  teaching  and  administrative 
positions,  Brother  John  also  presided  over  many  of 
the  annual  retreats  of  the  Baltimore  District,  as  well 
as  the  periodic,  more  lengthy  retreats  held  in  the 
Province. 

Brother  John  has  had  long  and  close  contact 
with  the  Brothers  of  the  Province  through  his  vari- 
ous capacities  as  teacher  and  administrator  in  the 
Junior  Novitiate,  and  at  the  Scholasticates  in  both 
Washington,  D.  C,  and  in  Elkins  Park,  Penna. 

Science  Honor  Society  Member 
He  is  a  member  of  the  National  Science  Honor 
Society  and  the  American  Association  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Science,  and  has  demonstrated  wide 
and  varied  interests  in  academic  and  cultural  field. 
As  Vice-President  and  Dean  of  the  College,  he  ini- 
tiated the  Cultural  Program  that  today  brings 
speakers,  musical  and  dance  groups  to  the  campus, 
with  no  charge  to  the  students.  He  has  also  been 
associated  with  student  groups  such  as  the  New- 
tonian Society  and  the  now  defunct  Liturgy  Round- 
table. 

Among  Brother  John's  chief  interests  are  nu- 
clear physics ;  classical  paintings  and  music ;  water- 
colors  ;  ancient  and  medieval  history  and  architec- 
ture, and  sixteenth  and  seventeenth  century  English 
literature.

The  major  changes  on  the  La  Salle 
campus  are  the  recently-completed,  ultra- 
modern Science  Center  and  the  move  off 
campus  by  La  Salle  College  High  School. 
Both  will  provide  additional  classroom 
space. 

The  $2.;3  million  Science  Center,  which 
will  be  dedicated  October  20,  contains 
86,000  sq.  ft.  of  floor  space,  housing 
classroom,  laboratory,  and  office  spaces 
for  the  physics,  biology,  psychology, 
chemistry,  and  geology  departments. 

The  new  high  school,  located  in 
Springfield  Township,  will  make  it 
possible  for  the  college  to  use  the  two 
buildings — McShain  Hall  and  the  high 
school-gymnasium  building,  now  Wister 
Hall — formerly  occupied  by  the  high 
school. 

Wister     Hall    is    being    renovated    to 
house   the   Athletic    Department   on   the 
mezzanine  above  the  gymnasium  and  to 
provide    new    shower    and    locker-room 
facilities     for     La     Salle     and     visiting- 
athletes.      The    second    and    third    floors 
will  provide  additional  classroom   space, 
in     addition     to     housing     an     enlarged 
Language  Laboratory  on  the  third  floor. 
McShain  Hall  is  also  being  altered  to 
provide  increased  space  for  the  Counsel- 
ing  Center,   as    well    as    classroom    and 
temporary  dormitory  facilities. 
EUROPEAN  'BRANCH' 
ANNOUNCED 
"La  Salle  College-in-Europe,"  an  affil- 
iation of  the  college  with  the  University 
of  Pribourg,  Switzerland,  will  open  this 
month. 

Fourteen  La  Salle  students  sailed  from 
New  York  on  Sept.  24  to  take  part  in 
the   initial  year  of  the  program. 

The  European  'branch'  of  La  Salle, 
aimed  to  eventually  provide  an  oppor- 
tunity for  overseas  study  for  all  students 
in  colleges  and  universities  conducted  by 
the  Brothers  of  the  Chi'istian  Schools,  is 
open  to  all  La  Salle  students  competent 
in  French  or  German. 

Under  the  direction  of  John  A.  Guis- 
chard,  Ph.D.,  chairman  of  La  Salle's 
modern  languages  department,  the  pro- 
gram will  offer  courses  in  Modern  Euro- 
pean History,  French,  German,  Econom- 
ics, and  European  Civilization.  Charles 
A.  Glackin,  instructor  in  history,  will  be 
the  resident  director  on  the  Fribourg 
campus. 

The  La  Salle  students  will  occupy  the 
entire  third  floor  of  "The  Don  Bosco 
Institute,"   originally   established   to   ac- 


commodate only  students  from  Latii 
American  nations,  but  now  housing  l,30i 
students  from  40  different  nations. 

Cost  of  the  year  of  studies  abroad, 
including  transportation,  tuition,  anii 
board,  is  comparable  to  one  year  in 
residence  on  the  Philadelphia  campu?. 
During  their  40-day  spring-  vacation,  the 
students  will  be  able  to  visit  France, 
Spain,  Italy,  Austria,  and  West  Ger 
many.  They  will  return  to  the  U.S.  on 
July   30,   1961. 

"The  European  mind,"  Doctor  Guis- 
chard  said  in  citing  the  need  for  such 
programs,  "cannot  be  properly  studied 
or  appreciated  in  an  American  classroom 
or  even  by  cursory  contact  with  Euro- 
pean visitors  to  our  shores.  Most 
American  college  students  today  receive 
their  information  about  Eui-ope  and 
Europeans  from  textbooks,  American 
newspapers  and  magazines  or,  at  best, 
from  the  personal  experience  of  their 
teachers  who  have  studied  abroad;  and 
students  therefore  lack  the  direct  person- 
al contact  to  be  gained  only  by  living 
and   studying-   in  Europe." 

"Today,  more  than  ever  before,"  Dr. 
Guischard  continued,  "it  is  vital  that 
Americans  gain  first-hand  knowledge  of 
conditions  in  Europe,  as  well  as  becoming 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  how  Euro- 
pean peoples  think  on  subjects  of  mutual 
interest." 

American  students  abroad.  Dr.  Guis- 
chard concluded,  "can  be  our  best  ambas- 
sadors for  peace  and  the  promotion  of 
friendly  relations  with  our  European 
friends."

ALOYSIUS  L  FITZPATRICK  SCHOOL 
In  September  a  new  elementary  school, 
located  at  Knights  Road  and  Chalfont 
Drive,  was  opened.  Its  name  is  the 
Aloysius  L.  FitzPatrick  School,  and  it 
was  named  after  an  alumnus  of  La  Salle 
College,  class  of  1900. 

The  school,  which  has  a  capacity  of 
1,550  students,  contains  40  one-half  class- 
rooms; 2  kindergarten  rooms;  a  Library; 
Auditorium;  Recreation  room;  Cafeteria; 
Faculty  room;  Medical  suite,  and  an 
Administrative  suite.  The  immediate  en- 
rollment of  the  school  was  over  1,000. 

Mr.  Richard  D.  Haunsey,  formerly  of 
the  Thaddeus  Stevens  School,  13th  and 
Spring  Garden  Streets,  is  the  new 
school's  principal.  Formal  dedication  of 
this  institution  will  be  held  in  the  late 
Spring  of  1961. 

Mr.    Aloysius    L.    Fi+zPa+rick 

Mr.  FitzPatrick,  who  was  an  alumnus 
of  La  Salle's  class  of  1900,  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Philadelphia  Board  of  Educa- 
tion from  1928  to  1954.  He  was  a  promi- 
nent Catholic  layman,  long  active  in  the 
city's  charitable  affairs. 

A  native  of  Philadelphia.  Mr.  FitzPat- 
rick made  his  home  at  124  W.  Chestnut 
Hill  Ave.,  Chestnut  Hill.  For  many 
years,  he  was  associated  with  the  leather 
manufacturing  firm  of  Burk  Brothers, 
Inc.,  of  which  he  was  named  president 
upon  his  retirement  from  the  Board  of 
Education  in  1954. 

In  recognition  of  his  many  years  of 
charitable  work  in  the  Philadelphia  area, 
Mr.  FitzPatrick  was  named,  in  1923,  a 
Knight  of  the  Order  of  St.  Gregoi-y  thi' 
Great.  In  1937,  the  late  Pope  Pius  XI 
appointed  him  a  member  of  the  Papal 
Mission  to  the  Eucharistic  Congress  in 
Manila.    St.  John's  University,  Brooklyn, 


named  him  as  the  1950  recipient  of  its 
St.  Vincent  de  Paul  Medal  for  his  social 
sei-vice  work. 

Mr.  FitzPatrick  was  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  St.  Charles  Sem- 
inary, Overbrook;  St.  Joseph's  and  Mis- 
ericordia Hospitals;  the  Philadelphia 
Protectory  for  Soys;  St.  Margaret's  Vo- 
cational School;  St.  John's  Oi'phan  Asy- 
lum; St.  Francis  Vocational  School,  and 
the  Associated  Hospital  Sei-vice  of  Phila- 
delphia. He  was  also  a  member  of  the 
Philopatrian  Literary  Institute  and  the 
Manufacturers'  Country  Club. 

He  was  instrumental  in  reorganizing 
the  school  cafeterias  in  the  Philadelphia 
School  System,  an  action  which  resulted 
in  lower  prices  and  better  food. 

Mr.  FitzPatrick  died  on  September  13, 
1958,  in  Misericordia  Hospital.

NEW  LA  SALLE  COLLEGE 
HIGH  SCHOOL 

La  Salle  College  High  School  is  now 
physically  separated  from  La  Salle 
College  for  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  two  schools.  Classes  opened  Sept. 
14  at  the  new,  $2.5  million  high  school 
in  Springfield  Township. 

The  new  La  Salle  High,  built  on  the 
former    Belcroft   Estate   of    Clarence    E. 


Brown  of  8605  Cheltenham  Ave.  jusl 
west  of  the  Cheltenham  Township  bound- 
ary, represents  the  third  major  phase 
in  La  Salle's  $10  million  Centenary  ex- 
pansion  program. 

Planned  to  accommodate  some  800 
boys  and  with  provisions  for  expansion, 
the  new  high  school  was  designed  by 
Nolen  and  Swinburne;  construction  was 
begun  in  June,  1959,  by  James  J.  Clear- 
kin,  Inc. 

Situated  between  Papermill  Rd.  and 
Willow  Grove  Ave.,  the  new  edifice 
houses  32  classrooms  and  laboratories  in 
a  three-story  wing,  separated  from  a 
large  auditorium  and  gymnasium  by  an 
air-conditioned  administration  unit  and 
20,000  volume  library,  which  face  on 
interior   landscaped   courts. 

Features  in  the  main  building  include 
exterior    sunshades    and    grey,    heat-ab- 
sorbing glass  to  reduce  glare   and  heat 
in    classrooms    with    southern    exposure. 
The    gymnasium    is    entirely   toplighted, 
and  corridors  and  staii-ways  are  planned 
to  avoid  a  cross-traffic  of  students   even 
during  heavy  peak  loads  at  lunch  hour. 
A   new  chapel,   one   of  the  wings  added 
to   the   old   mansion,   will    be   shared    by 
Brothers    and     students.       Future     con- 
struction   of    complete    outdoor    athletic  |

INTERNATIONAL    CONGRESS    OF 

FORMER  CHRISTIAN  BROTHERS 
STUDENTS  HELD  IN  ROME 

A  World  Confederation  of  former  stu- 
dents of  the  Brothers  of  the  Christian 
Schools  was  founded  in  Brussels,  Bel- 
gium, during  October,  1958. 

The  Confederation  seeks  to  coordinate 
the  activities  of  Brothers'  former  stu- 
dents in  religious,  social,  and  cultural 
fields  on  the  international  level. 

During  the  past  two  years,  the  Con- 
federation has  been  guided  by  a  Provi- 
sional Committee.  In  the  Congress  held 
in  Rome  from  September  12  to  15,  the 
Confederation  delegates  adopted  a  defini- 
tive constitution,  elected  officers,  and  de- 
termined the  program  of  activities  for 
the  next  two  years.  The  1962  Congress  is 
tentatively  to  be  held  in  Mexico. 

Charles  A.  Glackin,  instructor  in  his- 
tory at  La  Salle  and  presently  Resident 
Director  of  "La  Salle  College  in  Europe,"' 
acted  as  president  of  the  American  fed- 
eration. The  first  president  of  the  newly- 
born  Confederation  is  a  Frenchman, 
Maurice  Sineux. 

The  Congress  was  conducted  in  four 
languages:  French,  Italian,  English,  and 
Spanish.  (The  English  delegates  insisted 
there  was  a  fifth  language,  one  that  was 
not  being  translated  for  them  —  Ameri- 
can.) Thirty-six  countries  were  repre- 
sented, including  Bulgaria,  the  Congo, 
and  Viet-Nam.  A  letter  from  the  Polish 
delegate  was  read,  saying  he  was  not 
permitted  to  attend. 

One  of  principal  items  agreed  upon 
was  the  plan  to  share  any  information 
and  experiences  gained  in  the  social  field. 
A  committee  will  be  set  up  in  the  next 
few  months  to  handle  an  international 
scholarship  program.  Bureaus  will  be 
started  in  the  various  countries  to  assist 
alumni  who  travel  or  study  abroad.

La  Salle's  Autumn  Athletic  program  swung  into  action  on  October  5  when  the 
soccer  team  faced  Lafayette  College  in  Easton.  The  cross  country  team  gets  rolling 
on  October  18  against  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  Both  squads  had  quite  a  goal 
to  shoot  for  in  1960  since  they  combined  to  give  La  Salle  its  finest  Fall  sports 
campaign  a  year  ago. 

SOCCER 

La  Salle's  soccer  team  will  be  counting 
on  the  veterans  this  season. 

With  eight  of  the  eleven  1959  starters 
returning  for  another  campaign,  the  Ex- 
plorer hooters  could  very  well  enjoy  the 
best  season  in  the  school's  history  this 
Fall.  La  Salle  split  even  a  year  ago, 
winning  five,  losing  the  same  number, 
and  tying  powerful  Elizabethtown  Col- 
lege in  its  finest  game  of  the  year. 

Much  credit  for  the  first  non-losing 
soccer  season  belongs  to  since-graduated 
co-captains  Fred  Mischler  and  Sig  Sie- 
mienski.  In  fact,  one  of  Coach  Joe 
Smith's  greatest  problems  could  be  to 
find  the  inspirational  formula  that  these 
two  supplied  to  help  make  La  Salle  one 
of  the  "hustlingest"  aggregations  on  any 
playing  field  in  this  area  a  year  ago. 
Outmanned  talent-wise  in  many  in- 
stances, the  '59  Explorers  more  than 
made  up  for  it  with  a  fighting  team. 

Smith  seems  to  have  found  the  man 
who  will  be  able  to  keep  the  Explorers 
operating  as  a  smooth,  hustling  machine 
once  again.  He  is  Tom  Scanlon,  an  All- 
Middle  Atlantic  Conference  choice  as  a 
sophomore  and  junior,  who  has  been 
elected  captain  for  his  final  varsity 
campaign. 

Easily  the  best  bet  this  season  in  the 
Philadelphia  area  for  All-American  hon- 
ors, Scanlon  has  won  the  accolades  of 
many  officials  for  his  fine  all-around 
play.  He  was  tied  with  two  other  team- 
mates (Aide  Delpino  and  George  Bohen- 
berger)  for  scoring  honors  a  year  ago 
with  four  goals.  Delpino  had  taken  the 
team  scoring  crown  the  season  before. 

Since  all  three  high  scorers  will  be 
back  for  another  campaign,  La  Salle's 
off'ense  should  not  sufl'er.  The  Explorers 
are  not  a  high  scoring  team,  anyway. 
Most  of  their  games  last  year  were  won 
with  less  than  four  goals.  Only  once  did 
La  Salle  really  explode  and  that  was 
against  Muhlenberg,  in  Allentown,  9-2. 

All  of  La  Salle's  losses  in  1959,  in 
fact,  were  shutouts.  Temple,  Haverford, 
West  Chester,  Drexel  and  Ursinus  all 
blanked  the  Explorers  last  season. 

With  the  accent  on  defense,  then.  Coach 
Smith  is  depending  on  some  continued 
fine  play  from  goalie  Bill  McShain,  who 
was   a   real    standout    in   his   sophomore

year.  La  Salle's  finest  asset,  however, 
could  be  its  powerful  halfback  line  con- 
sisting of  Scanlon,  Jim  Pastore  and  Bob 
Watson.  Pastore  is  a  hard-charging, 
senior  while  Watson  is  a  junior.  The 
latter  tied  the  since-graduated  Gene 
Marrella  for  foui-th  place  in  the  team 
scoring  derby  with  three  goals  in  1959. 

Others  who  should  figure  prominently 
on  the  soccer  scene  this  season  include 
veterans  Tom  Lynch,  Clifi^  Gillespie  and 
Bob  McKenna.  And  if  the  pre-season 
workouts  are  any  indication,  a  few  soph- 
omores could  break  into  the  starting 
lineup  as  the  Explorers  shoot  for  their 
first  winning  soccer  campaign  and  an- 
other school  record. 

CROSS  COUNTRY 

Six  victories  in  six  dual  meets  for  the 
first  undefeated  cross  country  season  in 
La  Salle's  history  and  a  second  place 
finish  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  Conference 
championships  —  This  was  the  record 
tabulated  by  Frank  Wetzler's  harriers 
last    season    and    nobody    realizes    more 


than  the  veteran  coach  how  difficult  it 
will  be  to  match  this  record  in  19G0. 
Especially  since  the  Explorers  will  not 
have  the  services  of  the  graduated  Pete 
Walheim,  who  himself  went  undefeated 
through  the  dual  meet  campaign  and  set 
a  host  of  records  in  the  process. 

Walheim,  the  finest  all-around  athlete 
in  the  school's  history  (a  track  and 
swimming  standout,  also),  had  been 
groomed  to  fill  the  shoes  of  another 
Explorer  cross  country  star,  Earl  Jeffer- 
son, who  graduated  in  1959. 

Not  only  did  he  fill  Jefferson's  shoes, 
but  he  broke  his  school  record  with  a 
snappy  24:05  in  a  meet  against  St. 
Joseph's.  Walheim  turned  in  even  a  better 
performance  in  the  finale  against  Lafa- 
yette— 23:50.5.  Needless  to  say,  the 
blonde  speedster  eclipsed  the  McCarthy 
Stadium  record  of  24:07  held  by  Pete 
Close,  of  St.  John's  University  and  1960 
Olympic  fame. 

Unfortunately,  Wetzler's  losses  do  not 
end  with  Walheim.  Jim  Sumner  and 
Tom  Lynaugh,  who  were  always  good  for 
high  finishes,  have  graduated.  As  it 
turns  out,  only  four  lettermen  remain  to 
cari-y  the  La  Salle  colors  over  hill  and 
dale.  The  1960  harriers  will  be  predomi- 
nantly young  and   inexperienced  ones. 

Of  the  veterans,  the  best  performances 
could  come  from  Dick  Flint,  a  senior, 
and  Pat  Walsh,  a  junior.  Both  have 
shown  fine  potential  at  one  time  or 
another  and  either  could  develop  into  a 
real    "sleeper"    of    the    Walheim-variety.

It 
s  possibly  on  the  strength  of  these  men, 
ilong-  with  the  untried  sophomores,  that 
La  Salle's  chances  for  another  successful 
season  rest. 

LA  SALLE  HONORS  '60  OLYMPIANS 

Al  Cantello  and  Ira  Davis,  both  mem- 
bers of  the  United  States  Olympic  team, 
were  honored  by  the  La  Salle  Alumni 
Association  at  a  special  "Olympic  Send- 
off"  reception  in  the  College  Union 
Building  before  the  two  ex-Explorers  de- 
parted for  Rome  early  in  August. 
]  Frank  Blatcher,  president  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  presented  both  with 
trophies  in  recognition  of  their  fine 
(achievements.  Cantello  is  the  world 
record-holder  in  the  javelin,  while  Davis 
holds  the  American  mark  in  the  hop, 
jstep  and  jump. 

'  Brother  Daniel  Bernian  and  veteran 
track  coach  Frank  Wetzler  both  praised 
'the  athletes  for  their  internationally  rec- 
:ognized  feats  and  expressed  confidence 
that  they  would  carry  La  Salle's  colors 
with  dignity  and  pride.  After  the  re- 
ception, Brother  Daniel  saluted  the  two 
[athletes  with  a  dinner  at  Staufl^er's, 
Jenkintown. 

Cantello  has  held  the  world  javelin  rec- 
ord of  282  ft.  3V2  in.  since  1959.  He  also 
set  a  new  Olympic  Tryout  Meet  record 
earlier  this  summer  in  California. 

Davis  held  the  American  record  of  53 
ft.  4y2  in.  going  into  the  Olympics.  Three 
times  national  champion  in  the  hop,  step 
and  jump,  he  also  set  a  new  Tryout 
standard  in  California. 

Although  failing  to  win  a  medal,  Ira 
was  very  successful  in  Rome.  He  set  a 
new  American  record  of  53  ft.  10  in.,  out- 
jumped  his  previous  best  by  nearly  five 
inches,  and  bettered  the  winning  Olympic 
mark  of  195(i.  He  was  only  three-quar- 
ters of  an  inch  behind  Russia's  bronze 
medal  winner,  Wittof  Kreer. 

Cantello  was  a  little  more  unfortunate 
in  the  Olympics.  Using  the  unfamiliar 
Scandinavian  javelin,  the  Marine  Lieu- 
tenant was  able  to  throw  no  better  than 
245  feet,  g-ood  for  tenth  place.  It  was 
still  a  remarkable  achievement  consider-

MONSIGNOR  McKENNA,  CLASS  OF 
1895 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Msgr.  Bernard  A.  Mc- 
Kenna,  a  member  of  La  Salle  College's 
Class  of  1895,  and  rector  of  Holy  Angels 
Church.  Phila.,  for  the  last  27  years, 
died  on  July  20,  in  St.  Joseph's  Hospital, 
at  the  age  of  85. 

Monsignor  McKenna  was  born  in  Phil- 
adelphia on  July  8,  1875.  He  was  edu- 
cated at  La  Salle  College  High  School 
and  the  College. 

He  was  ordained  June  6,  190.3,  at  St. 
Charles  Seminary,  by  Archbishop  Ed- 
mond  Prendergast,  and  served  as  assist- 
ant pastor  at  the  Cathedral  of  SS.  Peter 
and  Paul  and  at  Immaculate  Conception 
Church.   Jim    Thorpe,   Penna. 


R+.  Rev.  Msgr.  Bernard  A.  McKenna 
Msgr.  McKenna  received  the  S.T.D. 
degree  fi-om  Catholic  University,  in  1904, 
and  the  S.T.C.  degree  the  following  year. 
He  was  assistant  professor  at  the 
School  of  Sacred  Theology  at  Catholic 
University  from  1918  to  1933,  and  was 
secretary  to  the  Rt.  Rev.  Thomas  J. 
Shahan,  then  rector  of  the  University. 
Msgr.  McKenna  also  sei-ved  as  director 
of  the  Immaculate  Conception  Shrine  in 
the  national  capital,  from  1915  to  1933. 
He  was  elevated  to  monsignor  by  Pope 
Pius  XI  in  1929. 

In  1933,  Msgr.  McKenna  was  appointed 
rector  of  Holy  Angels  Church.  He  cele- 
bi'ated  his  silver  jubilee  as  rector  on 
June  1,  1958.  He  was  president  of  the 
National  Catholic  Historical  Society  and 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
The  Catholic  Standard  and  Times,  Phila- 
delphia Archdiocesan  newspaper.
